The Hercules Wankel bikes entered in 
the Six Days had originally been 
accepted as displacing 296cc, but the 
Jury up-classed them to the over-500cc 
class by using a calculation system that 
said they were 588cc machines. 


Dr. Richard Myers received a wide-eyed 
expression from a U.S. Customs 
Inspector in the JFK Airport when he 
opened up his bag which contained 
drugs, pills, syringes, etc. at the 
inspection table.

I used to ride dirt trails around my 
house until luxurious apartments, 
houses, and shopping centers were built 
on these riding areas.

However, don’t put an extinction on 
open land. After the BLM and city 
people took away most of the trail 
riding areas I got interested in the 
desert.

Oregon 
DEQ issues blacklist 


On October 14, 1975, without a 
substantial amount of noise test- 
ing, Oregon's Department of En- 
vironmental Quality issued a list 
that shows which motorcycles have 
been certified with DEQ as in 
conformance with the 83 dBA noise 
control rule for the sale of new 
motorcycles after January 1, 1976. The 
"other" manufacturers have either not 
acknowledged the DEQ’s letters or 
apparently can't comply with the 83 
dBA limits. 

According to the DEQ, motorcycles 
other than those certified cannot even 
be stocked or warehoused by dealers in 
Oregon after January 1, 1976. Those 
dealers not complying with be subject 
to a $500 fine. 

Exceptions to the certified list are 
“motorcycles used exclusively for 
sanctioned racing events only.” If a 
consumer wants to purchase a “race 
only" machine, the dealer must order it 
from the manufacturer. The consumer 
and the dealer must then fill out a 
notarized affidavit allowing the DEQ to 
approve or disapprove the sale. 

Out of 34 motorcycle manufacturers 
only six conform to DEQ standards. 
(Ducati, Hodaka, Honda, Moto Guzzi, 
Vespa and Yamaha.)

title, the Dirt Diggers carried on 
with their 17th Grand Prix at the 
scenic former movie lot known as 


Hopetown, remembered as 


Corriganville. 

It had appeared that Hopetown 
was lost to racers due to the 
problems in dealing with Bob Hope’s 
organization, but this year the Diggers 
negotiated another race, dealing with 
another man in Hope’s forces. 


Hopetwon is always a popular event, 
with over 1400 riders participating this 
time and another 729 who had their 
entries returned. One guy paid the $100 
price for a post entry on Saturday and 
the Dirt Diggers gave the money to the 
San Gabriel Valley M.C. legal fund. 


Saturday 


The 100 Novices started out the day’s 
racing and much to everyone’s surprise, 
a rider on a minibike took the lead and 
started pulling away from the pack. The 
rider’s name was Jim Holley, a very 
successful mini Expert. Pity the poor 
guys who put lots of money into 
building sleeved-down Elsinores and 
then came to Hopetown to get blown 
off by a four-stroke Honda mini. 
Leading the chase. after the flying 
Holley were Jon Williams. (Hon) and 
John Welchel (Suz). 

In the 100 Amateur/Expert race, 
however, Warren Reid showed up on 
one of the aforementioned. Elsinores 
and was in the process of building a big 
lead when he got a flat front tire and a 
sick motor. Pete Hillebrecht (Hon) got 
past Reid to win, but Warren hung in 
for second. 

In the first division of 125 Novices, 
Scott Spence won, but the drama came 
at the finish with Jerry Little (Yam) and 
Chris Hackman (Yam) dueling it out for 
second. The battle at the flag was so 
close that they collided and went down, 
with Little being the first to drag his 





bike across the line. Darryl Lumbattis 
won the other division. 

Reid came back to lead the 125 
Amateurs and Experts from start to 
finish. Strange things were going on 
behind him though. Fred Joehnck 
(Hon) was down a lap only to appear 
right on Reid’s tail. In what must have 
appeared to be the classic battle of the 
day, Reid and Joehnck were less than a 
second apart the whole way. If Reid had 
made one mistake, missed a shift, or 
picked the wrong line through a turn, 
Joehnck was right there to шпар 
himself. He never did, though. Almost 
unnoticed in the pack of lapped riders, 
Bil Glore (Hus) moved up from 40 
seconds behind the leader to only nine 
at the finish, good for second place. 


Steve Scott took an enduro-equipped 
Bultaco, complete with lights, to an 
early lead in the 126-200 Combined 
class, with Garry Conner (Hus) in 
second. It wasn’t long before Jim 
O'Neal (C-A) and Jeff Kaplan (Hus) 
were in the midst of the battle for the 
lead. Out of that scrappy pack, Kaplan 
emerged to win, O'Neal took second 
and Scott was third. 

A pile-up of large proportions marred 
the 250 Amateur start. One discouraged 
racer, missing a foot peg as a result, had 
to be talked into continuing and he 
took off as the leaders were close to the 
finish. Thad Friday (Bul) was the 
wire-to-wire leader. 


Will Harper (Mai) picked up the lead 
on the second lap, working his way up 
from a third row start. The sizzling pace 
he set earned him the 250 Expert win in 
runaway fashion. Allan Cooke (Bul) 
clung to second, oblivious to the drama 
that was unfolding behind him on the 
last lap. Larry Roeseler (Hus), just back 
from Baja, Jef Harriot (Suz) and Cordis

close together in third through fifth. In 
the twisty back section, Harriot bumped 
Roeseler while trying to pass him 
through a turn.

Sunday 

An abundance of Rokons highlighted 
the 350 Combined race. But it was 
motocrosser John Franklin on a KTM 
who prevailed. Tony Rogers, on an 
FMF-prepared Maico was second. The 
highest placing Rokon was ridden by 
fourth-place Mark Durand, who was 
listed as a Novice. 


The Diggers added a Senior Division 
along with the Old Timers, probably to

Walker (C-A) got by early leader Dick 
Camp to win handily. The last race of 
the weekend, the Old Timers, was 
dominated by a new — to them — face, 
John Rice. John R. just turned old 
enough (40) to compete and he kept 
that Greeves in front all the way. 


In the first Divisions of 500 Novices, 
a rather portly gentleman whose 
garishly decorated helmet identified him 
as “Super Hunky,” led the first lap. 
Rick Sieman’s glory seemed short-lived 
when Jeff Haase (Mai) got past the 
second time round. But Sieman won. 
That last bit of information is very 
unofficial, due to scoring problems with 
that race. Bob Mills (Yam) was the 
winner in the other division. 


A good three-way battle highlighted 
the opening laps of the 500 Amateur 
event, with Dave Сазрагу (Маі) 
shedding himself of the scuffle and 
winning. 

In 500 Expert competition, Mike 
Sixberry (Yam) looked to be an easy 
winner, but a derailed chain in the 
mudhole cost him that win. It went to 
John Hateley (Suz), а perennial 
Hopetown favorite, who had worked his 
way up to second. 


Preston Petty (Mai) entered a bunch 
of races, but only rode one. He took the 
lead in the Open Combined event and it 
looked like Preston was finally going to 
get that one class win that had avoided 
him. But the bike broke, leaving Gene 
Smith (Tri) in the lead. Jim Wilson (Tri) 
soon got by, stretched out and won. 


Sue Fish won the Women’s Division 
race, with no challenge whatsoever to 
her lead. Second place was a war of 
attrition, with first Janice Kline (Hon), 
then Kim LaVigne (C-A) and finally 
Chery Stockton (Bul) occupying it. 
Johanna Stenerson (Yam) generated a 
lot of “oohs” and "ahhhs" with her 
berserk flights through the mudhole, 
but four crashes on the dusty first lap 
kept her down. 


Speaking of berserk, there were 27 
sidehacks. Easily the fastest was the 
Kawasaki hack of Tom Ridyard and 
passenger Charly Sanner as they won 
convincingly over the John 
Palfreyman/Joe Gardner (Nor) team.

Gene Cannady & Al Baker zing it 


to the tune of "Lil' Honda" 


By John Huetter 


801 miles of mud, dust, rocks and powder, mostly in the dark, and they 
pay plenty to race it. Fame, fortune and favor await those who make it all 
the way. Adventure and excitement befall every man and woman who 
manage to get their hands on the bars or steering wheel of a Baja 1,000 
racer, for it's balls or whatever to the wall on the section you've pre-run. 
It's where pass or be passed is the name of the game. It is bikes versus cars 
through Punta Prieta and Valle de Trinidad, pit stops and driver changes 
on a loosely-defined course that swallows the Mexican peninsula, and 


chews up the racers. 


ENSENADA, MEXICO, OCT. 29-31 

A couple of hours before a golden 
sun poked over the peaks of the 
Sierra Juarez mountains, Detective 
Sergeant Gene Cannady of the 


L.A.P.D. rolled out of bed in chill 
darkness and put on his riding gear. 
Approximately 19 hours after Cannady 
left the start line of the S.C.O.R.E. 
AC-Delco sponsored Baker 1000, 
co-rider Al Baker pushed the 410 
four-stroke from Long Beach Honda 
across the finish line first overall, 
climaxing one of the fastest, most 
devastating rides in the history of Baja 
off-road racing. 

It wasn’t at all clear that the final 
standings would shape up that way. It 
was Mark Mason on a 360 KTM who 
was cutting through the little villages in 
the north of Baja California to the 
chorus of barking dogs and grins of 
admiring, envious Mexicans standing by 
the roadside. Mason held the lead on the 
distributor-sponsored 360 until just 
before the second checkpoint. 
Husqvarna-mounted A.C. Bakken, Jr., 
the reigning SoCal desert ace, passed 
him near Camalu, about 150 miles out. 
Mark was plenty ticked about that, 
pitted quicker, and got going again in 
the front. But A.C. held a nine-minute 


elapsed time advantage that had to be 
made up. 

Carl Cranke was sufficiently 
recovered from his Six Days hurts to 
bring the sole 125 KTM into the gas pits 
way out in front. He was in good 
enough spirits to pop a fairly long 
wheelie and give us a V-sign on the way 
out. Carl was co-riding the 125 he’d 
prepared with another ISDT veteran, 
Eric Jensen. Bill Uhl came screaming by 
several minutes later, smiling bushily 
from behind his fine, full beard and 
Scott goggles. Не was aboard the 
Petty-Miller 125 Honda CR taking 
Preston’s place in the saddle. The Honda 
sounded and behaved like it had the 
horsepower. An 800-mile long duel 
between these two fast teams was 
shaping up. By checkpoint Three, far 
down the course at Santa Inez, Uhl kept 
a lead of 15 minutes actual time over 
Carl C. and was running about sixth 
overall. 

Bakken had averaged over 50 mph by 
the time he reached Checkpoint Two, 
which was a lot faster than we could 
average on the paved highway. He 
stretched his lead over the 
Mason/Johnson KTM to seven minutes 
by Check Three. Jeff Wright, aboard the 
other 360 KTM, was third at that point 
and Larry Roeseler, riding the other 
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ISDT medal winners Carl Cranke and Eric Jensen teamed on a 125 Penton/KTM to 
win the smallest cc class. Carl takes on pre-mix from KTM pit crew Gary Hymes 


and Gary Zweifeld. 


distributor-sponsored 360 Husqvarna 
along with Howard Utsey, was fourth. 
The predicted KTM-Husqvarna battle 
lines had been drawn. It was also 
beginning to seep into the general 
consciousness about this time (2 p.m. of 
the first day) that the bikes were 
running away from any and everything 
on four wheels. S.C.O.R.E. Director 
Bob Martin had said the course would 
be "'challenging." It was. 

Bill Uhl began turning consistently 
faster section averages than Carl. This 
reflected two things: Billy is a much 


better rider than almost anybody, 
except those who compete against him, 
has acknowledged, and there was more 
history of Baja preparation with Dick 
Miller's Honda. 

A.C. came into Checkpoint Four at 
6:18 p.m. to hand off to Mitch Mayes, 
his winning co-rider on other Baja 
occasions. Gene Cannady overcame a 
20-minute deficit between Checkpoints 
Three and Four to arrive at 6:21. The 
Honda was suddenly very much in the 
running for an overall win after covering 
some very gnarly terrain. Past the 








halfway point, the true character of an 
801-mile off-road race in Mexico began 
to emerge. Those who broke the least 
and could make repairs fastest stood the 
best chance of winning, or even 
finishing. 

With Al Baker now on the Honda and 
speedster Mitch Mayes on the 360 
Husqvarna, a real dice between the two 
developed out in the darkness on the 
Sea of Cortez side of the peninsula. 
While passing and re-passing each other 
in some spine-tingling but largely unseen 
racing over one of the roughest sections 
of the whole course, the main light on 
Mayes’ Husqvarna went out. Baker 
agreed to guide the way and let Mitch 
ride by the light of his two remainin 
headlamps. (He'd started with three. 
Mitch rode into San Felipe on AI's 
lighting where the Husky pit crew set 
about restoring illumination to the 360 
while Baker hit it on north across Diablo 
Dry Lake and right into a sandstorm. 
Imagine riding in pitch darkness (there 
was only a sliver of moon) through Baja 
at maximum speed into a sandstorm 
after you'd already been soaked by 
chilling rain and fatigued by four hours 
in the saddle. Baker pressed on, now in 
the lead. 


The Mayes/Bakken Husky was 
undergoing lighting repairs. The 
Mason/Johnson KTM had been pitted a 
long time after the toolbag caused a 
frame member to break. The other KTM 
with Max Switzer now aboard had 
gotten stuck at Bahia San Luis Gonzaga 
with lights that kept blowing bulbs until 
they ran out of bulbs. He restarted at 
dawn, to finish. 

Shortly after one a.m. Al Baker came 
through the pits at Ojos Negros. The 
resonant thumping of the Honda behind 
his sole remaining headlight caught 
everybody by surprise. Could he really 
have made it that fast? In 20 more 
minutes, Al had made it to the top of 
the hill overlooking the finish line, just 
about seven hours since he'd taken over 
the bike from Cannady. Suddenly a tree 
jumped out to smash his last headlight. 
When it shattered, the electrical system 
over-amped and the battery exploded 
between his legs. Baker coasted the 
Honda down the hill, then jumped off 
and pushed the last, long yards to the 
finish line. The S.C.O.R.E. officials 
wanted to hear him start the bike. There 
was no way. A flurry of controversy 
centering on the word 
“disqualification” went on until shortly 
before dawn. It was finally decided that 
the overall victory of the 
Cannady/Baker Long Beach Honda 
team would stand. 

“It was probably the toughest Baja 
course I’ve been on,” Baker said later. 
“Rain, wind, sandstorm. . . and it was so 
long. Hardly anyplace to rest.” He was 
beginning to show effects of fatigue, as 
was nearly everybody who had been up 
for two days. 

About 2:15 a.m., the Roeseler/Utsey 
Husky 360 came through, second 
overall. About 3:15, the sound of 
another Husky could be heard and a 
bouncing headlight beam came into 
view. The sound terminated suddenly 
with a loud “‘whump.”’ Mitch Mayes was 
lying dazed and injured in the blackness 
after creasing his rim on the unseen 
ledge of a crossroad ditch. When 
discovered, he was sitting up cradling his 
left arm and delirious. He tried to 
continue but couldn't make it more 
than 25 yards. Mitch was carried 
mumbling and in pain into the 
Start-Finish, about 20 miles away after 
riding about 350. A.C. Bakken came out 
to recover the Husky, which was still in 
running condition. Mitch had lost his 
headlight twice, literally, as it fell off of 
the bike and crashed once before on the 
pavement north of Valle de Trinidad. 
They still finished third overall. 

Shortly after dawn Eric Jensen came 
cruising into the last gas pit before the 
finish, obviously happy to be there but 
quite relaxed and in control. Twenty 
minutes later, he brought the first 125 
home as the Uhl/Miller Honda had run 
into mechanicals down course. Carl and 
Eric ended up fifth overall. 

Before the 125 KTM had come the 
Husqvarna of Duncan Hadden and Gary 
Drean, a fine privateer effort, and after 
the 125 came the perennial Triumph 
750 of the Dempsey Brothers, Gene and 
Sam, who must, by now, be on a first

name basis with every rancher in Baja. 

Several hours later the first 250 in a 
largely depleted class was ridden into 
the finish by Bob Rutton. It was a 
Harley-Davidson of the two-stroke 
variety with very trick-looking Red 
Wing suspension and snake expansion 
chamber. Bruce Ogilvie had survived the 
first half of the ride. 

When it was all tabulated with the 
elapsed times, class starting times, еіс., 
S.C.O.R.E. announced the overall 
winner of the 1975 Baja 1000. It was 
the Honda of Cannady and Baker. A 
motorcycle had beaten everybody for 
the first time since the initial running of 
the 1000 when a bike won overall. That, 
too, was a Honda. It was a particularly 
rich win for Al Baker since it gave him 
the lead in the annual S.C.O.R.E. points 
race which is worth $15,000 at year's 
end. That's in addition to thefirst bike 
and first overall money and contingencies 
for the Baja 1000 win. 

“J had a feeling when we started that 
we could do it. Go all the way,” said 
Baker in the impound area after a 
shower. That must be a very good 
feeling. е

U.S. NATIONAL SPEEDWAY CHAMPIONS

LOS ANGELES, CAL., NOV. 1 


On a D-shaped track stuffed into 


the 


Peristyle end of the Los 


Angeles Coliseum, Mike Bast made 
every start count to earn his third 


U.S. Speedway Championship in a 
perfect 15-point series of rides 
before the largest crowd to view 
an American speedway event in 
modern times. In regaining the title 
which he lost to older brother Steve last 
year, Bast joins Rick Woods in the 
record books as a three-time titleholder. 

While Mike Bast was emerging as a 
clear leader by heat 16, the battle for 
second went to the 20th and final 
four-lap heat, to be settled in favor of 
Dubb Ferrell over Steve Nutter. Nutter’s 
show position was all the more 
noteworthy since, as first alternate, he 
would not have gotten to ride at all had 
Mike Curoso not scratched due to 
illness. 

For Harry Oxley’s co-promoter Jack 
Milne, this event marked something of a 
homecoming. His brother Corde had 


won the national title at the Coliseum in 
1933, before the two left to make their 
mark on world speedway. The track was 
unusual in many respects besides its 
shape. Laid down on a plywood base and 
shoehorned into the Peristyle end of the 
stadium, its configuration was largely 
dictated by the requirement that it not 
interfere with a USC football game to 
be played on the afternoon before the 
race. To meet this constraint (һе 
promoter had to hold off building the 
front straightaway VIP stands until 
scant hours before race time and truck 
in two banks of floodlights mounted on 
giant forklifts to supplement the spotty 
lighting off the end of the football field. 

The unfamiliar shape of the track and 
the equally unfamiliar decomposed 
granite surface would put all the riders 
on an equal footing; i.e., totally 
unprepared for what to expect in terms

of traction, gearing, tires or style. After 
a short afternoon’s practice, Rick 
Woods noted that in the two sharp 
points of the “D” there were slots less 
than 10 feet wide that you had to enter 
spot-on in order to stay out of trouble. 


Trackside observers also noted that in 
the evening’s damp atmosphere, traction 
would be significantly, greater than 
during the daytime practice. 

The length of the track (275 yards on 
the pole) was in itself deceptive. The 
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quest for  long-track horsepower 
prompted defending champion Steve 
Bast to debut a four-valve Weslake 
engine and Jeff Sexton to foreswear the 
normal 20% nitro mix, tipping the can 
to 80%. (Nitromethane is weird stuff. 
You have to either run under 20% or 
over 80%. Any attempt to run a mixture 
in the middle range turns a perfectly 
good engine into a privately-owned 
Claymore mine.) ugh each won a 
heat, the track was not to respond to 
horsepower alone. 

Dubb Ferrell, Bobby Schwartz and 
Mark Cherry, among others, were using 
a 19 inch rear wheel with a specially-cut 
Class C Carlisle tire with the rationale 
that this combination works best on a 
hard, rough surface. (Schwartz’ tuner: 
“People started using these tires when 
the tracks began going to hell this year. 
Normally we’d run the knobby until the 
cushion got brushed away, then switch. 
Here, the track is packed funny, it will 
start out hard and then get chewed 
up.") As it turned out, only Ferrell 
seemed to make this combination work 
as he pulled off some of the evening's 
best come-from-behind rides, passing in 
the sweeping backstretch. 

For sure, the race was going to 
whoever could learn this track's secrets 
the quickest. One opportunity was the 
introduction parade which gave the 
crowd a look at the riders, and gave the 
riders a one-lap walk of the track. Mike

Bast, with a perfunctory wave to the 
yelling, booing stands, took advantage 
of the opportunity, as he studied the 
outside of turn one intently. You could 
almost hear his mind working, thinking, 
“I don’t want to ride out here, but if I 
have to, I want to know the surface,” as 
he continually tested its consistency 
with the toe of his boot. 


The start was going to be 
all-important, and Bast is the 
acknowledged master of the holeshot. 
Only Dubb Ferrell, surprising Steve 
Nutter and a game Bill Cody managed 
to pass effectively after the pattern off 
the start established itself. Many others 
would try and wind up either eating the 
wall or lying on the ground. Not even 
Cody was immune, as he crashed hard in 
a tangle with northerner Rich 
MacMurray that sent MacMurray over 
the wall into the front row seating 
(which was vacated for obvious safety 
reasons). Both riders got up, dazed and 
shaken, still a bit glassy-eyed as they 
remounted their spare machines for the 
restart. Cody, dazed or not, took second 
to Mike Bast on the restart of that 
event. 


Event 12 was stopped when, again in 
the first turn, Rick Woods tangled with 
Jim Fishback. Woods laid it right down, 
but Fishback’s bike went straight into, 
and through, the plywood crashwall, 
folding the front end back against the 
engine and sending Jim flying into the 
third row. A female spectator was 


injured in the incident, sustaining a 
possible broken leg. At the same time, 
the medical crew was preparing to 
transport Woods’ tuner Ed Schafer for 
treatment of a possible heart attack he 
suffered under the tension in the pits. 
Rick Woods was having his back worked 
over by a medic, and Jim Fishback, 
shaking his head from side to side like a 
wounded beast, was telling people, “I’m 
OK." Was this a race, or some cross 
between a tag team wrestling match and 
Rollerball? 


Fishback finished third in the 
restarted 12th heat, then came back to 
win the 13th. MacMurray won his final 
heat of the night, and fellow northerner 
Alan Christian also blew the 
competition away in heat 10 after 
eating the front straight wall in heat 
three. 


Dubb Ferrell made the track work for 
him time after time, pulling inside Rick 
Woods to take second in heat three, but 
getting held off by Jeff Sexton in heat 
seven, then doing a big slingshot pass in 
heat nine to take second behind Sonny 
Nutter. He won his next heat, passing 
Bruce Penhall by again ducking under in 
the sweeper on the white flag lap. 


Into heat 20 came Ferrell, Larry 
Shaw, and Steve Nutter all tied at nine 
points apiece for second. Steve Bast led 
into turn one on the Weslake, but 
Ferrell pressured him from inside all the 
way round, getting by as Steve, still 
tryig to make an outside line work,

nearly bounced off the front straight 
wall. Steve Nutter and Larry Shaw both 
entered turn one together, getting under 
Bast and past as Bast slid down and 
Steve Nutter drove for second in the 
heat and third overall. 

But the championship itself had been 
determined in heat 18 as Mike Bast 
again got his perfect start and held both 
Bruce Penhall and Jim Fishback at bay, 
seeming to sense exactly where they'd 
be, pulling down to the pole at the apex 
of those critical sharp turns and 
twitching the rear end in his 
competitors’ faces. Penhall kept trying 
an outside charge, about bounced off 
the wall once, lost position to Fishback 
in the sweeper, then regained it by 
ducking inside when Fishback got the 
front end aloft. 

In the post-race interviews, second 
place man Ferrell admitted (possibly 
speaking for many) “I was scared 
shitless" as well he could have been, 
especially after five-foot-wide holes 
began to develop near the end of the 
sweeper. However, he said he liked the 
track and that Bast “‘just got better digs 
and he's the one who done it." And 
Bast remarked, “Let’s go; we're thirsty 
up here." They had all earned a good 
one. e

Evans & Team 
Montesa sweep 
Tonto 100 


By Larry Langley 





TONTO NATIONAL FOREST, 
ARIZ., OCT. 26 

Team Montesa Captain Dave 
Evans led his team to the “A” 
Team win at the fourth annual 
Tonto 100, edging out Can-Am- 
mounted Ron Woods for the 
overall sweepstakes win by just .2 
of a second in the tie-breaker 
acceleration/braking test. Both 
lost just five points over the 141-mile 
enduro touted as the Arizona State 
Championship ‘‘Massacre.”” 

Approximately 240 riders signed up 
with over half coming from California. 
The sponsors of the event just can’t 
quite figure out why they pull more 
California riders than Arizona riders 
since the event is close to the Phoenix 
area. Part of the reason is that the event 
is super tough for the Arizona riders 
because they only have two enduros a 
year, while California riders easily enter 
20 or so a year. California riders swept 
all class wins except one. 

The enduro started off mildly enough 
as the course headed south on a 
highway for about seven miles (bikes 
were required to be street legal) before 
turning off onto a jeep road. Soon the 
riders were bouncing down a rocky 
creek bed trying hard to keep on time. 
By the time most riders reached the first 
check, most were behind one to two 
minutes. More than one rider wondered 
if the entire distance was going to be as 
rough. But the course soon turned into 
some fire roads for a welcome rest and 
got the riders back on schedule. Danger 
marking was sparse at spots and more 
than one rider crashed in washouts 
hiding behind blind corners. At one 
point the course led down what seemed 
to be a dead-end canyon with the walls 
extending straight up into the air for 
what seemed hundreds of feet. 
However, there was a path down some 
tricky rocky waterfalls just a little over 
handlebar width to allow the riders to 
slip through. Really nice riding. Finally 
the sandwash opened up and lo and 
behold, there was the infamous Verde 
River to cross. It looked a mile wide, 
but in actuality was probably just 50 
yards. The riders instructions warned 
"Waterproof to survive" and the riders 
who failed to heed the warning were 
reduced to spectator status as they tried 
to dry their bikes out. A check was 
waiting for the riders who successfully 
made it across and much to their 
surprise they were coming in a minute 
or two early. But the mileage was off 
and the check was thrown out. At the 
first tum after the check, many bikes 
went straight instead of right as desert 
riders found out the hard way about 
wet brakes. The course turned down the 
highway and allowed us to dry the 
lining out just in time as the course 
turned and went right back across the 
river! Arghhhhh! This time the crossing 
had moss covered rocks to contend 
with, turning some bikes into anchors. 
The course soon turned up a very rocky 
mining road before dropping into a tight 
wash at 14 mph. Naturally a check was 
waiting and caught most riders late. It 
was pretty easy going most of the way 
in to the finish of the first loop. Gas 
mileage was a problem for some bikes as 
the loop totaled 56 miles, pretty long 
without a gas stop of some sort. Back 
up the highway and watch out for the 
Highway Patrol. More than one rider got 
pulled over for violations. Most got 
warnings. 

Before starting off the second loop, 
the riders ran a timed 
acceleration/braking test which would 
be used instead of the traditional 
tiebreaker check. As it turned out, it 
decided the overall winner. The second 
loop was about 85 miles long with a

known gas check at the little town of 
Punkin Center, about 40 miles into the 
loop. The loop was mostly fireroad with 
the exception of a rocky downhill and a 
section going into Punkin Center which 
ran down Tonto Creek for four miles 
over rocks which never seemed to end. 
Once the riders got going they went 
over the rocks at frightening speeds. 
Roy Sheridan of Team Montesa told me 
things really smoothed out around 50 
mph. I wouldn’t know personally, I was 
struggling along with a flat rear tire 
trying to reach Punkin Center so I could 
scrounge up a new tube. 

The riders either gassed up from their 
pit crews (if they had as or bought 
gas at the pump at Punkin Center Gas 
Station. After a check to catch the 








sloppy timekeepers, the course turned 
on the most spectacular part of the 
enduro, a five-mile ride down what most 
riders called the “goat trail,” so named 
because it was only a foot or so wide 
and went down and down and down for 
what seemed forever. A drop of several 
thousand feet just inches away made for 
much caution but some riders held up 
others behind them causing many foul 
utterances to spew forth, the cleanest of 
which went like “Move over Turkey!” 
The riders able to maintain the 12 mph 
average down the trail were having a 
problem with the many riders who 
couldn’t (or wouldn’t) and didn’t move 
over to let the faster riders through. 
After what seemed like hours, the trail 
finally came out at the bottom of the 








mountain and it was back through 
Punkin Center, up a fire road, onto a 
jeep trail where the last check was 
waiting just five miles from the finish. 
Finally the finish check but the enduro 
wasn’t quite over yet. 


A short motocross was waiting as a 
special test. If you scored within 25 
percent of the fastest rider in your class, 
you didn’t lose any points, if you scored 
between 26 percent and 50 percent you 
lost one point, and 50 percent, you lost 
three. A different idea but, it didn’t 
work out. Due to some problems in 
clocking the riders and some confusion 
in course marking, the motocross special 
test scores were not used. 


When all the scores had been 
computed, the trophies were handed 
out at eight p.m. As mentioned, Dave 
Evans, Roy Sheridan and Fred Hayes 
won the coveted “A” team trophy along 
with Dave’s overall win. 


All in all, the Road And Trail 
Association did an outstanding job in 
promoting the Tonto 100. The fine 
trails and spectacular scenery made the 
long drive from California worthwhile 
for the many California riders who 
entered. Why the Arizona riders don’t 
turn out in greater numbers remains a 
mystery but might be solved with a “С” 
class and an easier "C" first loop. 
Incidentally, the trophies were the 
finest I have ever seen, being hand 
tooled leather mounted on walnut. 
They were absolutely first class and the 
Briggs family is to be congratulated for 
taking the time to make them. Ф

RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., NOV. 2 

CRC survived a ribboning crisis 
and an unusual problem with 
horses on the course to present 
the annual Pucker Bunny Enduro. 
Pits were located at popular 
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Charlie’s Place along Trona Road, 
north of Red Mountain. The 
ribboning problem occurred when 


the Desert Knights M.C. laid down the 
same color ribbon for their Hare and 
Hound which will be held next week. A 
CRC marking crew picked up on the 
Desert Knights ribbon, thinking it was 
the enduro course and laid in the wrong 
course. CRC worked frantically Sunday 
morning to correct the problem and 
even reclocked the course to insure it 
was the same as listed on the schedule. 
This problem could have, and should 
have, been avoided Бу а little 
communication between clubs. No club 
should be allowed to lay down the same 
color ribbon on consecutive weekends. 
With the land use problems we have, we 
don't need to create any more 
problems. 

The enduro featured two rather long 
loops for a family enduro. The first loop 
ran 39 miles, just about the limit for the 
mini-cycles. I didn’t hear any 
complaints about the loop and since 
there were 10 zeroes, it was easy 
enough. Quinton Smith had the honor 
of zeroing even the tie-breaker ending 
up with a perfect score to take first 
overall honors for one loopers. Beverly 
Tabor rode her MR-175 to second 
overall, first women’s division with just 
a loss of two seconds at the tiebreaker. 
Three checks kept everyone honest and 
an hour’s break allowed the riders who 
escorted their families around to make 
their way in and still have time for a 
cool one before taking out on the 48 
mile second loop. About four miles out 
on the second loop was where the horse 
problem occurred. Approximately 40 or 
50 horseback riders (who earlier were 
seen in the pits) congregated on the 
course and tried to prevent riders from 
riding through while they “crossed” the 
course. Most riders just rode on through 
but a few got stopped and threatened. 
Now I feel there is plenty of room for 
both horses and bikes on the desert, but 
the fact remains that there was an 
enduro going on and CRC had a permit 
from BLM to use the course they had 
laid out. Do you get the feeling the 
horsemen were trying to set us up? I 
wouldn’t be a bit surprised to find some 
pictures of the bikers '"harrassing" the 
poor horsemen showing up. Don’t think 
for a minute we aren't in a "war" with 
organizations trying to shut us out of 
the desert completely. 

After clearing the horse dropping 
successfully, the second loop riders 
followed the course around the 
perimeter of the Spangler Mountains, 
picked up some trails across the Searles 
Valley, and made their way into the 
Summit Range, a proposed Natural area 
under the BLM Red Mountain Draft 
Plan. This area is very popular with the 
races and enduros in the area and CRC 
always lays out a fun loop within the 
range. The Pucker Bunny was no 
exception. The highlight of the course 
was a sand downhill which the better 
riders considered an absolute gas as they 
powered their way down while the less 
fortunate inched their way down white 
knuckles and all. More than one rider 
unloaded, tumbling head over heels for 
quite a ways until they could manage to 
stop. Since it was so sandy, it was hard 
to get hurt, except for some pride. 
Naturally there was a check around the 
corner to catch the tardy. Most riders 
complained the check was off but a 
check of the clock and flip card 
checkoff sheet after the enduro showed 
everything OK so the check will stay. A 
number of riders lost only two points, 
including Frontera-mounted Sam 
Lyman who is the heavy favorite to nail 


down the CRC enduro points 
championship with just one CRC 
enduro left this year. е

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Jackhammer 
Nat’l. Enduro

PARADISE, CALIF., OCT 26, 1975 
On a crisp fall Sunday morning, 
Bultaco rep Mike Hannon rode his 
way to the number one position at 
the Oakland MC’s Jackhammer 
Enduro while dropping only five 
points on the 102 mile trail. 

Many had doubts Saturday 
night if the event would even be 


held as rains pelted the Mendocino 
forest and surrounding hills, making the 
trails quite slick at that time. Dozens of 
riders got discouraged too soon and 
headed for home during the rainy night 
but Sunday dawned clear. The moisture 
was absorbed quickly into the soil 
leaving the trail a little on the damp side 
but not a quagmire. 

“А?” riders started at 7:31 and began 
to break the trail. With a 24 mph 
average, the trail first ran up towards 
the Letts Lake area on fast fire roads 
with an occasional water bar for a jump. 
Off the muddy fire trail, the riders 
maintained their average on nice, twisty 
forested trail and onto a logging road 
for the ten mile check. Then, a little 
farther up the road, check one of seven 
checks. 

Out of check one, the trail climbed 
up the mountains to Goat Mountain 
Ridge, where the once sunny weather 
had turned to rain for the late B and all 
the C riders. Riders started from check 
two on toward three at the slow rate of 
six miles per hour, so the course was 
getting a little on the tight side with 
many riders far behind schedule already 
due to the quick speeds and foul 
weather. 

Out of two after a little ridgerunning, 
the trail led down a steep downhill that 
was virgin territory blazed by the club. 
Single file, riders lost time here as there 
was no room to pass and quite a steep 
angle as the riders threaded through the 
thick brush. This narrow descending 
trail went on for three to four miles. 
Once to the bottom, the riders doubled 
their pace. From the steep 
manzanita-covered downhill, the trail 
went down one of many ridges on the 
event back into the pines once more. 
Another speed change to 20 mph on 
fast fire trails let the riders try to make 
up lost time before they hit the third 
check. 

Out of three, the riders went up and 
down on the same 20 mph schedule 
through pretty fast (but possible) fire 
roads and down a fire-damaged Letts 
Ridge, into check four and the gas stop 
at the 50.8 mile mark. 

Coming into the gas check first was 
Husky rider Ben Bower. The former 
1.S.D.T. veteran went unrecognized by 
many and sped out of the gas check over 
a stream which led to the base of a long 
ridge. Mike Hannon came into the check 
a few minutes down on Bower. Out of 
the check and flying through the small 
stream bordering the check, his 
Frontera promptly watered out. No 
sweat for Mike. A minute later he was 
riding up the ridge. 

The gas check marked the end for 
many riders. The first 50 miles had 
seemed like a hundred already and they 
decided to hang it up for the day. A 
large number of riders also ran short on 
pre-mix, causing them another delay. 

From the gas check the trail ascended 
up a long ridge onto some more fire 
trails going towards Mill Ridge at a 24 
mph average. 

Riders stayed on both the same speed 
and same fire trails past five and toward 
some more forest riding filled with lots 
of log crossings. After 20 miles of 
climbing up through the trees, the trail 
descended down the barren rocks of 
Love Lady Ridge. Love Lady Ridge is a 
straight downhill shot with water breaks

Ah, it's gurgling like a baby . . . gurgling? 
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that act as jumps which shoot your bike 
up pretty well. Many riders were gassing 
it good down the ridge trying hard to 
make up lost time. 

From Love Lady, the riders checked 
in at number six and proceeded up the 
long incline of the Crackerbox Trail. 
Half way up, the club routed them to 
the right on to some more virgin 
territory which had been recently 
blazed. After some steep up-and-down 
riding which led onto Mill ridge, they 
headed back down to the bottom of the 
ridge on some thick forested trails. Once 
down off the ridge, the trail hopped 
down onto a fire road which led to the 
seventh and final check a half mile 
further down. 

The only area on the course that gave 
all rider groups a little trouble was the 
steep downhill between checks two and 
three that was only wide enough for one 
bike at a time. A riders as well as C 
riders were delayed a little here. But 
aside from that I heard no complaints at 
all on the course. 

Saturday night during the rain, 250 A 
rider Bud Hamilton said no one would 
zero the course. In his opinion, the 
winning score would be around five or 
six. Well, Bud was right on, as that’s 
what Mike Hannon dropped during the 
ride. It was not all easy, for while riding 
the second 50 miles of the course he 
bent one rear shock. Later on, he 
managed to straighten it out so it would 
work decently. 

Mike McGowan (Pen) was the winner 
of the 125 A division as he dropped 21 
points on his ride. Mike had plenty of 
breathing room as second in his class 
was Robert Sangalli (Hus) dropping 36 
points total. 

Ossa rider Dan O’Keefe was declared 
the winner in the 250 A class. O’Keefe, 
during the one hundred and two miles 
dropped only eight points to barely 
edge out runner-up David Bertram who 
dropped nine. Veteran rider Cosby 
Chestnut on one of the many Huskys 
was third with 15. 

Following Hannon in his golden 
performance in the Open class were 
John Clark and Ben Bowers. Both 
mounted on Huskys, they had six points 
against themselves. Bowers had been 
clean up through check four so he must 
have encountered a little trouble during 
the second fifty miles. John Clark was 
given the nod for second in the tie 
breaker. 

There is another Jones family in 
motorcycling. The “Enduro” group is 
Bruce and Larry Jones. The two of 
them trophied up at the Whiskeytown 
ride a month ago, and think they might 
have nabbed some gold at the recent 
Cowbell ride. Today they did it again in 
the 250 C division. Gary Rossi (Kaw) 
took the class win with thirty points 
against him. Larry Jones rode the whole 
day WFO dropping sixty-five with 
brother Bruce in third at seventy-two. 

Class C flat tracker Rick Hocking 
started the Jackhammer today on a 
Rocky-sponsored Honda XR75 
minicycle. He got as far the third check 
but he said he had a lot of fun with the 
run. 

Reading the comments of the riders’ 
score cards, many were very pleased 
with the layout of the event. It was 
challenging . for many but not 
impossible. All checks seemed to be 
spot-on in time precision. It truly was a 
national-caliber event, with good 
choices and variety of terrain and 
challenging speed averages. Ben Bowers 
said it the best on his card with just one 
word . . . Great! e

Barefoot in the dirt

EL DORADO NATIONAL FOREST, 
CAL., OCT. 4 

Five hundred riders assembled just 
outside of Georgetown, California 
for the Barefoot Enduro, which 
should have been called the Dust 


City Enduro. After the first rider took 
off downhill, things got to be very IFR. 
The first mile consisted of a series of 
downhill water mark jumps, a wooden 
bridge crossing, rocky slopes that bit 
back, and some very nice terrain. The 
event was marred only by the excessive 
dust. 

General layout of the course was 
once again excellent. Jeff Hammond 
and Frank Diaz handled the marking 
and trailing. Bottlenecks were few and 
markings were great, but somebody 
knocked over a forest service pole about 
10 miles from the noon check. It didn’t 
do too much damage, but anyone 
caught tearing down signs gets hung by 
the short hairs. 

One of the nicer sections on the first 
half took the trail up Baldy Mountain. 
At about 4,000 feet looking southwest, 
the view was lovely and spectacular. The 
serious riders probably never noticed 
the section, just before some fast 
fireroad, but some of us stopped to 
admire the scenery and before long it 
was like a convention. A Penton rider 
with a flat decided to stop and ask 
questions about the trail ahead. He 
decided that the flat wouldn’t get him 
anywhere, so he took off back down the 
trail against the wishes of the assembled 
that included speedway racer Kirk 
Tardiff and short track number one 
hunter Mike Faria. 

One section was very fast with cross 
traffic areas and other bodies to worry 
about, but everybody kept to the right 
as marked. This section was really 
tricky, with a 24 mph average and an 
interesting check station. Any good 
running 250 up could handle 60 mph 
plus and of course there are guys like 
Don Link who talk of 80 plus. Cruising 
along this partly paved fire? road, 
around a slight bend, 25 feet, and it’s 
check city. An accomplished road racer, 
with front and rear discs, could make 
the stop with ease. One rider came 
around the bend, locked up the binders, 
and slid a neat low side right into the 
middle of the check. Some nasty words 
ensued, but he was up and off quickly

and on time. The guy next to him was 
trying to back up because he was early. 
His words were something to the effect 
of "nice warning." 

The lovely fire road had to end 
because as you left check two, the sign 
read 15 mph average. Sure enough, 200 
yards down the pike, it was downhill 
through the bushes with about 34 and 
three-quarter inches of clearance and MX 
bars just didn’t make it. Things looked a 
little tougher with a couple of nice little 


puddles to cross and two rather 
interesting uphills. 

Both developed into slight 
bottlenecks toward the end of the 


numbers. The first part had a nice little 
jump about halfway up. Three riders 
charged the hill at once. The first missed 
a gear, causing the second to run into 
him, and the third to stop, in order not 
to use the first two for traction. In the 
midst of untangling the mess, another 
group came along. One made it, another 
highsided over the jump, and a third, 
working the clutch on her Honda very 
hard, ran into an unseen log. Then, 
another lovely young thing comes 
prancing up the hill and makes it five on 
the ground. 

Coming into check number three was 
easy enough but the mileage was off, 
enough so that it was thrown out with 
some disgruntlement. Those that zeroed 
it of course thought it should be left in 
while the majority of “A” riders who 
thought it was off just told those other 
riders that they were early. 

From check three to camp was a two 
fold run. The last mile was the worst 
with a loose, steep double humped 
uphill. ‘After making the crest riders 
would have given a cool million for a 
cold Oly and few hundred yards later 
the trail ended at camp. The Richmond 
Ramblers had bunches of beer for 
finishers, along with a patch. Who could 
argue about a tough course with a cold 
one in your dusty, hot tired hand. 

The back half of the course had a 





trestle crossing and a tunnel. Overall 
winner, Bob Keys doesn't remember all 
the finer picturesque parts. He rode 
most of the distance with his eyes on 
the front wheel of his Champion Honda 
350 XL. 

Second overall and second Open “A” 
Jim Conway packed up and left early 
because he was 22 minutes late at the 
finish, not knowing that it was thrown 
out because of mileage coverage. 
Teammate and 250 “A” winner Jack 
Steck hung around for his trophy. The 
Sonny Kenyon Team One would have 
had an easy win if Emil Muhlebach 
hadn’t dropped out at the noon check 
with electrical difficulties. The whole 
Bultaco team had it wired, at least until 
it came unwired. 

Keys’ very low three came after a 
cigarette break, which only figures for 
the 45 year old. Conway is second rate 
at 43 with a four, while John Noor, Carl 
Adams, Tony McDowell and Ben 
Bowers all made five. The rest of the 
top 10 were at six points down with 
Harvey Abel over Bob Mullarkey, Chuck 
Morgan and D-36 Number One Enduro 
man George Hendrix trying to keep a 
hold on sixth for this year. е

There were 14 riders out for the $150 
offered in the Open class, including 
everyone from 201cc up. The slim field 
was chocked full of super riders. In the 
few laps of practice Vanderpool turned 
the fastest lap at 5:53 with Davis at 6, 
Jeff Cole at 6:01 and Bob Turner at 
6:02. 

The start was in the regular 
Trans-AMA area with an uphill sweeping 
left hander. Yother yelled go and the 
fracas was on. Up and around the corner 
charged Davis on the new RM250 with 
Cole and Vanderpool nipping at his 
heels. The course traversed the outside 
periphery, down through the trees to an 
access road that led back down toward 
the park. At the bottom of the road, a 
hard right put you on the main fire road 
leading to the outback and a superfast 
uphill. Vanderpool got by Cole as they 
started up the hill but he sustained a flat 
spot on the bottom of his rear tire. At 
the end of lap one it was Davis, Cole 
and Bill Hart. 

By lap seven Davis had opened the 
lead to nearly one and one half minutes 
and Courtwright took over while Cole 
tired and gave it over to Terry Fish. Fish 
promptly hit. something, bending the 
shifter, and Navarro and Turner got by 
closing the gap on the leader. On the 
ninth go-round, coming down the 
extremely long downhill, Turner caught 
and passed the two for the lead but it 
was short lived. He had dropped his 
spark arrestor and was told to fix it or 
be disqualified. The differential for the 
first three at the finish line was about 
15 seconds.

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Cross country with Captain America

He is, Љу his own joking defini- 
tion, “tall and roguishly hand- 
some.” Tucked neatly away in his 
“Captain America” leathers аге 
business cards announcing that he 
is B. J. Breece, Transcontinental 
Endurance Champion. 

B. J. dropped by the luxurious 
C. N. offices a few days after he had 
ridden from Portland, Maine to Los 
Angeles, California in 69 hours and 45 
minutes. Riding a Yamaha RD-125, he 
broke Don Woods’ old record of 89 
hours. 

In addition to being an endurance 
rider, Breece is also a Captain in the 
Marine Corps. Currently stationed at 
Quantico, Virginia, he is the Academics 
Officer in the Marines’ Officer Training 
School. There he has achieved fame for 
showing up to instruct class in Captain 
America garb. 

Breece holds other records, including 
travelling cross country last year on a 
100cc Yamaha twin in 103 hours. Using 
his leaves from the Marines, Breece has 
trained for the rigors of nearly non-stop 
riding. He prefers machines under 125cc 
and has in fact, set some records on a 
tiny RD-60. 

For this particular trip, just 
completed, the RD-125 was turned into 
a beautiful mini-cafe racer. While the 
engine was left completely stock, Loren 
Jury and Terry Lear went to work to 
help the little Yammie get where Breece 
wanted it to go. 

The countershaft sprocket was 
replaced -with one a tooth larger and a 
special shift linkage was installed so 
Breece could shift with his feet on the 
rear passenger pegs as he crouched 
behind the fairing. Since Breece had 
broken off those pegs before, auxiliary

since Evel Knievel, Breece managed to 
line up 29 different sponsors. 

For the attempt, Loren Jury and 
Bruce Nield followed Breece on the 
journey in a car. A Beltek Enduro 5 
CB radio was strapped onto the 
Yamaha’s gas tank and an earphone and 
mike were fitted to B. J.’s helmet, 
allowing them two-way communication. 
They monitored the trucker’s channels 
for road information. 

As the journey got underway, they 
would usually go about 200 miles 
before stopping for a brief rest and to 
refuel the car. B. J. went from Maine to 
Tucumcari, New Mexico, before 
sleeping, and then it was only about an 
hour's nap. On Interstate 10, heading 
into Indio, they stopped for another 
hour or so of sleep. This after B. J. 
started seeing “tall trees, sheep crossing 
the road...” In the 69 hour run, 
Breece slept a total of two hours and 25 
minutes. However, when he rached L.A., 
he slept 18 hours straight. 

Every time Breece stopped for gas or 
rest, he had somebody fill in the date 
and time in his log book for verification. 

The only problems on the run 
occurred when the trio got too excited 
and failed to fill the oil tank. Since 
Breece had been running the little 
Yammie wide open since the beginning, 
it naturally seized. Within a half-hour, 
though, Jury had gotten it fixed and 
reset the oil injection for maximum 
output. No problems after that. 

B. J. acknowledges with a grin that he 
can easily break his new record, but he 
won't try until somone else breaks it. 
The day after he stopped by, Breece and 
company took off to try to set a new 
record on a dash from L.A. to 
Washington, D.C. In the future, the trio 
would like to take an RD-60 round the 


country.

22 Е 
eff Mathews was triumphant in 
the wild 250 Pro class at AMC’s 
Wednesday night finale at OCIR. 
AMC motocross will move to 
Friday nights. 

Mathews, aboard a Can-Am, took the 
early first moto lead, with Marty Moates 
(Suz) and John Petty (Mai) within 
striking distance. Going into the third 
lap, the pair pulled right up to Mathews’ 
rear fender. A lap later, Moates was 
leading and Mathews had been dropped 
to third, and that was the way they 
finished. 

Dave Foltz (Mai) DNF'ed the first 
moto, but he came back to lead the 


second moto wire-to-wire, with Mark 
Marahams second and Mathews third. 

Petty charged into the final moto 
lead with Mathews and Foltz right 
behind. On the fourth lap, Mathews 
slipped past Petty, only to miss a shift 
on the last corner and see Foltz go by. 
The last three laps saw the three riders 
nearly even, but Foltz won and 
Mathews’ second clinched the overall 
win for him. 

In 125 Pro action, Brad Dutoit easily 
won the first two motos. It looked like 
he would make a clean sweep, leading 
the third moto with one lap to go. But 
Paul Sendaes (Hon) only needed an 
instant to get around Dutoit and he 
made the pass stick. Dutoit took the 
overall win, with Sendaes as runner-up.

Hondas, finished 1-2-3 in an 
excellent trial hosted by the 
Plonkers at Saddleback Park. Mike 


Griffitts (Mon) and Bob  Nickelsen 
(Hon) finished fourth and fifth 
respectively. Bernie Schreiber, the ATA 
Champion, DNF’D. This marked one of 
the last ATA trials of the year that 
Whaley (1975 National Champion), 
Mark Eggar (National No. 3), Griffitts 
(National No. 8), Schreiber (National 
No. 10), Smith (National No. 11) and 
Belaire (National No. 12) will be 
competing as ATA Experts. The ATA 
added a “National” Class for 1976 at 
their annual rules meeting which will be 
composed of the above ATA riders who 


finished in the top 20 nationally. Thus 
the remaining ATA Experts including 
Arizona’s top two Experts, Jeff Koskie 
and Gary LaPlante, will be battling for 
the ATA No. 1 Expert plate. This 
should be one of the most fiercely 
competitive and interesting classes in 
the ATA in 1976. 

The Amateur class was won by Greg 
Carter (Mon) followed by Raymond 
Soffa (Bul) and Fred Bacher (Bul). 
Debbie Evans (Yam) one of the best, if 
not the best, woman trial riders in the 
U.S.A. finished fourth followed by Al 
Roper on a Suzuki. 

The results in the Novice class were 
noteworthy in that Red Collins (Mon) 
finished first and earned enough transfer 
points to turn Amateur. Red, who has 
held the No. One Novice ATA plate for 
a long, long, long time will have to give 
it up in 1976. Lane Smith (Mon) 
finished second followed by Oli 
Thordson (Yam), Charles Bassett (Bul) 
and David Webster (Yam) in that order. 

The Beginner class with 23 entries 
was won by young David Rofsky (Mon) 
who transfered to Novice. Michael 
Lauxen (Hon) took second followed by 
Maurice de la Lama (Bul) who flew in 
from Mexico City just to ride this trial. 
Maurice, a super trials enthusiast, will 
also be flying in to compete in the “Big 
One" — El Trial de Espana on December 
14 at Saddleback. 

Ken Jones, aided by a large group of 
Plonkers, laid out a good five mile loop 
in the rougher areas of Saddleback with 
good challenging sections that weren't 
classified as dangerous within their 
respective classes. An unusually large 
number of riders commented on how 
well they enjoyed the trial. One rider 
suffered a broken leg and another a 
broken wrist but neither were 
competing at the time. Emergency 
Medical Technicians Tom Dailey and 
Dennis Hobson rendered first aid 
including splints on the spot.

Analysis of the BLM Draft Management 
Framework Plan for National Resource Lands 
in El Paso & Red Mountain Planning Units

After many delays and false starts, 
the BLM has finally released the 
draft plan for the El Paso and Red 


Mountain areas. 


particular importance to Cycle 
News readers as it affects two 
major competition areas now in 
use. The plan contains proposals 


that are very unreasonable for both the 
playbike rider and the competitive rider, 
whether he rides desert races or 
enduros. You may obtain a copy of the 
plan by calling BLM at the phone 
number listed at the end of this article. 
By all means do so. It’s your desert and 
if you don’t make an effort to help save 
It.... 
On Friday, October 24, Jerry Counts, 
Leslie Richards and I met with Neil 
Pfulb, Director of the Desert Planning 
Staff, Delmar Vail, Riverside BLM 
District Manager and Bob Badaracco, 
the planner responsible for the 
recreation section of the plan. The 
purpose of the meeting was to clarify 
details of the plan and to determine 
some of the reasoning behind it. Some 
interesting and disturbing details were 
brought out in the meeting and if the 
plan stays pretty much the same, a 
substantial amount of prime riding land 
wil no longer be available for either 
competition or general play riding. 

The plan itself is broken down into 
the following sections and specific 
recommendations are made for each. 


. Lands (General) 

- Geology-Energy-Minerals 
Range Mangement/Vegetation 
. Watershed 

Recreation 

. Cultural 

. Wildlife 


While we are mostly concerned with the 
recreational portion of this plan, all 
sections should be read and analyzed. 
Some very interesting conflicts arise 
when viewed in the total context. 

The recreation plan (pp 12-16) goes 
into great detail in how to establish way 
stations for users, bird watching, study 
plots, hiking, and horse usage. The only 
thing the plan does for motorcycling is 
to take away some more of our land 
that has been used for years for 
competition and play riding. (The 
argument BLM puts forth is we share 
the desert with many different users and 





This plan is of 


must accommodate them also. This is 
true but one point I tried to get across 
to BLM was that there are few areas 
open to competition while there are 
large amounts open for the other users 
such as birdwatchers and horseback 
riders.) 

The specific propsals we are most 
interested in are the ones which enlarge 
the Tortoise Preserve located north of 
California City and establish a primitive 
area in the Lava Mountains north of 
Red Mountain with an Outstanding 
Natural Area surrounding the primitive 
area. 


Tortoise Natural Area 

I am sure most of us support the idea 
and concept of an area set aside for the 
protection of the Desert Tortoise. 
Howeve, when the original preserve was 
set up it.extended into the western end 
of the Rand Mountains which was a 
favorite riding area for many bikers and 
was used on many enduros and desert 
races in the area. OK, we accepted it 
and did our part in trying to keep 
people out of the area. However, there 
has been a sort of a campaign to move 
the preserve west into the flatlands as 
not many tortoises were seen in the 
hilly canyon areas. Sounded like a good 
idea and many of the desert rangers 
supported the idea. Now comes the plan 
and not only did the BLM not move the 
area west, they expanded it the other 
way, right into more of the Rand 
Mountains, into more prime riding area! 

The rationale was part of the land 
was private property and a land sell 
could be worked out to acquire the 


property and donate it to the 
government as a preserve by the 
Tortoise Foundation. On paper it 


sounds reasonable but in practicality it’s 
a rip-off. There ain’t no turtles in the 
mountains. They are down in the flat 
lands. And that’s not all. On page 22 of 
the plan (under Wildlife) there reads a 
paragraph which says: “Determine 
accurately the distribution of the desert 
tortoise on lands north of Lava 
Mountains Natural Area. Establish trend 
study plots in the area (one per habitat 
type).” This study area happens to fall 
right smack-dab in the middle of the 





Teagle Wash Valley, which is a major 
competition area. Guess what’s coming? 
Do you get the feeling that we are being 
squeezed, slowly but surely? Did you 
ask yourself what the hell is the Lava 
Mountains Natural Area? Read on. 
Lava. Mountains Primitive Area 
and Natural Area 

Here is the proposal for the biggest 
rip-off since the government gave away 
most of the desert that we are now not 
allowed to ride on. The Lava Mountains 
are the rugged mountains just North of 
Red Mountain off Trona Road. I can 
support making the interior of the Lava 
Mountains a primitive area. The Lava 
Mountains are a beautiful, rugged, 
inaccessible area and should remain so. 
However, the proposal to make the 
surrounding «area an “Outstanding 
Natural Area" is so unreasonable that it 
is an outrage . directed at all 
motorcyclists, whether they be casual 
playriders or serious competition riders. 
If the area is made into a natural area, it 
means very little vehicle access, only on 
a couple of major roads or trails. This 
area is heavily used by every enduro or 
desert race held in the area. 

Look at the map carefully. This 
proposed natural area includes the 
Summit Range which most bikers refer 
to as the "sand hills" located south of 
the Teagle Wash "Valley. There are 
literally hundreds of trails leading 
through the canyons and ridges of the 
hills. The area east of the Lava 
Mountains is the only corridor around 
the Lava Mountains and is used by 
many enduros including the Greenhorn 
enduro every year as it makes it way 
north to Charlie’s Place. This area 
(which includes what BLM calls Golden 
Valley) should remain open at least on 
designated trails and should be left as 
existing roads and trails. What is 
particularly galling is the fact BLM 
proposed all these plans and never even 
bothered to mention that the creation 
of this Natural Area would remove 
many thousands of acres from 
motorcycle use; land which is fast 
becoming in painfully short supply, 
competition-wise. The casual playbiker 
doesn't see the danger yet. The BLM 
proposal just doesn't hit him like it does 
to the desert racer or enduro rider. 

At the meeting we made some 
specific proposals to the BLM to open 
up some areas to competition where we 
felt it wouldn't hurt. BLM was receptive 
and asked us to detail our propsals with 
mapping of some desirable trails in the 
areas. By the time you read this, we will 
have begun work on mapping the areas. 

The private 





land problem was : 


discussed and the BLM indicated it was 
willing to work with us on a solution so 
that some race courses in the 
Cuddeback area can be arranged. Some 
mapping of the area by knowledgeable 
desert clubs will have to be arranged by 
the D-37 legal committee. BLM will 
then try to work out an arrangement 
with the private property owners to 
allow races on the mapped courses. It's 
not as good as the unlimited use we had 
in the past, but it's certainly better than 
no use at all. It would also relieve 
pressure on the other competitive areas. 


Enduros were discussed and it was . 


agreed that they are allowed outside of 
the competitive areas on existing roads 
and trails. So you enduro clubs, try and 
work out some ideas for enduros 
outside of the regular areas. 

Barstow to Vegas was discussed and 
some interesting points were made. The 
local BLM was all in favor of just 
updating last year’s Environmental 
Impact Statement for this year’s race 
but the big shots in Washington, D.C. 
overruled them and said another EIS 
was required. As you know there just 
wasn't enough time for one this year. 
Another instance of the federal 
government interfering with local 


matters. I can picture some bureaucrat ' 


sitting on his ass at his deak in 
Washington some 3000 miles away 
making those little decisions which sock 
it to us. To say it just makes me mad is 
a joke. It infuriates me. 

Since the BLM has spent so much 
time getting this plan out, we need a 
little more time to properly reply to it. 
The National Outdoor Coalition has 
requested a 60-day extension on the 
comment period. If not granted, 
November 17 is the last day you can 
officially comment. (You are going to 
comment aren't you?) Get hold of a 
plan, study it and make specific 
comments! General comments аге 
useless. 

Hopefully we can get the BLM to 
listen and compromise, especially on the 
Tortoise Preserve and the Lava 
Mountains Natural Area. If not, the 
Legal Fund is growing and the legal 
committee is hiring a lawyer. Hopefully 
we won't have to go to court but if we 
have to we will. It's time that the dirt 
riding motorcyclist is listened to.

The 17th Annual 
Hopetown 
happenings 


Flashes of action from two super 


days from scribbles in this 
reporter’s notebook .... the 
happy news that this great race is 


no longer in immediate danger of 
extinction ...but have you ever 
thought of how much work it takes? 

Saturday the flag dropped in the zone 
marked Hard Hat Area and away the 
first race went, the 100cc 
tiddlers . . . Keith Nicholson's 
monoshock Hodaka received attention 
from bike watchers (for info see Nick) 
and Keith really kept his cool, especially 
in that  mudhole...Dirt Diggers 
confessed off-the-record it had a good 
bottom this year because they kept Fast 
Charlie and his tractor out of it on race 
preparation days! ... Jim Holley really 
hauled in that class, was lapping the 
drag end by lap three...one Honda 
rider going banzai and the only item of 
correct racing clothing he was wearing 
was his helmet . . . Troy Bates’ bike was 
a bit too big for him but he did 
well... and Desert Donkey Fred Hatch 
(Hon) was flat having a ball besides 
wearing the wildest jumper out 
there...not so many club colors in 
evidence this year... are they on the 
way out? 

Chris Hackman and Jerry. Little were 
battling for second in the 125 Novice, 
Div. I when they fell in the haybales at 
the finish line but Chris got untangled 
and up first, pushing over the line for 
second...usually ^ Triumph-mounted 





Dave Destler was on an almost brakeless 
Deek and made friends with the same 
haybales . .. That idea of funnelling the 
riders through slowly was a boon for the 
scorers not to mention the added help 
of having dirty number plates squirted 
clean Бу helpers with pump 
extinguishers ... and the wheelies 
Howard Hooper was doing out of the 
gulley were very stylish for a Novice! 

John Hateley’s 125 Montesa sounded 
great but it seized to  eveyone's 
disappointment ... and how about 
Gripsters Larry Bird and Jim Bearup on 
those Triumph Cubs in the 200 class? 
They got lots of attention from the 
spectators and District 37 Prez Ron Hall 
on a fast Husky said he had a hard go to 
catch Larry...did desert rider Hall 
know that Bird once held a District 37 
number one motocross plate? 
Aha...Guy having most? Prospector 
Earl Wilson on a street "Saki with a 
bicycle flag waving on it and suspension 
that in the rough looked and sounded 
God-awful . . .. 

Ah, that 250 Expert class! One KTM 
rider kept blitzing badly from the 
backrow despite Dirt Digger efforts to 
keep him fair... his arrogance got him 
disqualified... Rusty Sanderson did 
the hairiest flip in the haybale tunnel 
with his bike landing outside the course 
and Rusty on it but no damage was 
done. John Hateley was not having a 
good day, as his second trip out on a 
Montesa got him a whiskered plug, an 
angry trip back for a new one but his 
truck was locked and he didn’t have the 
key, aneighbor gave him a plug... it 
was put in and John shot back into 
action. Then while charging down at the 
mudhole he spun out...he finished 
but not where he usually does, just “one 
of those days” that happens to all 
racers...and John Rice and his 
Greeves had float bowl trouble on the 
line, got knocked down by a playful 
Rick Marquis and then fell off again for 
real in the start...and the obvious 
disappointment of  Goleta's Butch 
Linden when he got a flat tire and had 
to retire... Kim Kimball (Mon) came 
in looking the worse for wear 
clothing-wise and admitted to parking 
and watching for a couple of 
laps ... the course was, most definitely, 
the roughest ever this year... in many 
places just pure bedrock. 

The day was over and it was party 
time for many people but not for Dirt 





Diggers who had to replace haybales and 
string fencing while there was still 
daylight. Before one rider left the 
starting line the next morning this is 
only part of what the club had to deal 
with: — a.one blownout and gushing 
water main in Western Town; b.one 
Health Department official threatening 
to shut down the concession stand 
because of not enough trash barrels 
(they'd been stolen)? c. some unknown 
squid wearing a club T-shirt telling the 
sheriff it's OK and thereby getting many 
extra vans of his buddies into the 
already stuffed pits; d. replacement of 
haybales burnt the night before and a 
search for ripped off yellow flags for the 
turn people. . . we could go on! 

Off went the 350s ...our attention 
was definitely caught by John Franklin 
who just blew the doors off the rest of 
the class. In build and style he looks a 
lot like Greeves factory man Bryan 
Wade... Rick Marquis had a fourth 
place on lap one (before he got to the 
mudhole) made an unscheduled stop 
and was observed motoring through the 
goo more conservatively on successive 
laps... Gary Pessault rode the whole 
race with touring gear on his Honda 
including a bed roll... 

After his win in the Senior Division, 
George Walker took а lot of 
good-natured teasing from Don Kemp 
over the PA as “Handsome George, the 
Desert Darling." It's usually dad Carl 
Pfetzing pitting for son Robert, a 125 
rider, but today roles were changed with 
Robert pushing Dad's bike up to the 
line for the 500 Novice go .. . for Carl 
the biggest hand of the day, his left 
handlebar got broken on the start and 
with nothing to hold onto on that side 
but the cross bar (and no clutch) he 
finished the bloomin’ race! Far out! 
Bob Donohue had Mickey Mouse ears 
firmly in place while Dennis 
Montgomery sported waving antennae, 
the crowd loved it. Eric Wienberg’s 
Maico fussed and pouted but finally 
(phew) came to life after being dropped 
on the line...and rider No. 182 had 
his whole family out in matching 
jerseys. 

The women still continue to upgrade 
their riding... Sue Fish flat did it to 
'em...I still say she reminds me of a 
16 year old Dave Aldana (no, in riding 
style stupid, not in falling off!)... and 
Diane Connolly got her own private 
shower from the water truck driver 





when she finished her race...and 
Janene Turton and Cherry Stockton 
were a pleasure to watch. 

Mike Van Deusen had such a thing 
going for the haybales at the finish line 
for a couple of laps the Diggers are 
considering sending him a bill... and 
Jim Bearup in the 500 Novice and 
"T-Bone" Grigsby in the 500 Expert 
provided again that scrambles riders can 
still hack it with the desert and 
motocross  brigade...and а пем 
Yamaha TT 500 looked real good. 

The performances turned in by 
moto-journalists who were out proving 
that you can't write about it if you 
don't do it, or at least not very 
well... Bryon Farnsworth of 
Motorcyclist campaigned two Мою 
Villas, one of which was a proto in the 
Open class...impressive! ... and for 
sheer enthusiasm ГІІ ро for George 
Elliot of Popular Cycling who I swear, 
looked to be in every class!...but 
Modern Cycle's Rick Seiman will be 
awfully hard to live with for the next 
year... Super Hunky won Division I of 
the 500 Novice on a Suzuki! 

The start of the Open class... the 
pure sound of “real” motorcycles 
running! Rick Zimmerman’s massive 
Harley surging off the line with much 
horsepower over the other bikes but 
Terry Dorsch darting effortlessly from 
the other side of line one and zapping 
into turn one first... unfortunately a 
Kamikaze took Zimmerman out and 
with a few ouches he managed to make 
a few tours around the course but where 
else would you see anyone ride a bike 
like that but at Hopetown, a course that 
favors 125s. And how about that 
Matchless-Typhoon Rickman? Got you 
where you lived, it did! 

Preston Petty, running on three hours 
sleep, only survived three laps but for 
this writer the weekend ended supreme. 
Jim Wilson on Mike Haney’s Triumph 
won the Open. He was way ahead of 
past winner Gene Smith and showed 
again the brilliance he always had, if 
you had a chance to see the complete 
square-off he’d do at the finish line 
you'd have seen what riding is all about, 
not one other rider did it like Jim . . . 

And for cream on top of the 
strawberries? Well, John Rice, he proved 
he’s the fastest 40-year-old around by 
winning the Old Timers class on a 
Greeves. Rule Britannia!
